The present report of the work of 
the McLîill Y. M. 0. A. covers the 
period since the Annual Meeting oi 
the Association held last spring. 

Tho Northfield Student Conference, 
Jam- 23rd to July 2nd, was at- 
tended by id representatives of Mc- 
Gill. It was in many ways the most 
powerful summer conference that has 
been held for several years, and those 
who were privileged to attend it arc 
showing this fall its effects in th sir 
service. The présente of Dr. John It. 
Mbtt and Robert IS. Speer as leaders 
of the Conference make it unique. 

The Hoard of Directors met in con- 
ference at two meetings held at 
Strathcona Hall just before the open- 
ing of the college term. Papers were 
read by members of the ltoiyd deal- 
ing with the work of the different de- 
partments of the Association. The 
value of this setting-up conference 
has been amply proved during the 
two years in which it h.is been tried. 

The work of helping the new stu- 
dents during the opening days of col- 
lege was carried on alonï the usual 
lines. The Handbook was late in be- 
ing published this year, hut letters 
of welcome were sent to a large num- 
ber of incoming freshmen. Th? board 
ing-hotise list was perhaps not as 
widely used as it has been in u»v 
past. 150 members of the freshmen 
classes attended the three receptions 
tendered to them, and seemed to ap- 
preciate tbe streams of good advice 
that were turned loose on th;m there 
An attempt was made to carry on a 
friendly visiting enmpnign during the 
first week of the session. About 80 
men were called on by representa- 
tives of tbe Association and helped 
in any way within the power of the 
visitors. The value of this work can- 
not be overestimated. Later in the 
fall a Conversazione was held by the 
Kreshmen by the V. W. C. A. and Y. 
M. C. A., attended by 225 people. 

Seven Sunday Afternoon Meetings 
have been held since the opening of 
college. Some of the speakers have 
been E. C. Carter of New York ; 
Prin. Gandier, of Toronto; Sling Mc- 
Bee, of New York, and Dr. Thomas 
Jays of West Africa. The attendance 
at these meetings has averaged 5G, 
the largest being 90 and the smallest 
30. 

The Sunday Evening Sings which 
were so much appreciated Inst ses- 
sion have been held with continued 
success. 30 to ~ 40 men tnke advan- 
tage of the invitation to spend an 
hour around the flrc-placc each Sun 
day evening after Church. A small 
orchestra lends the sinking. 

Tbe Bible Study work was opened 
with a ban i net attended by L'JO men 
at which the plans for tho session 
were explained nfte- at) address by 
Mr. (J. S. Eddy of India. A class by 
Rev. R, Bruce Taylor follows a 
course on "The Beginnings of Old 



Testament Study," and includes 
about 30 men. A smaller class un- 
der tho leadership of Prof. B, Albert 
Cook is taking up "Christian Faith 
for the Student of Today." The Hoard 
of Directors has formed itsulf into a 
group to study Wright's course on 
"The Will of Ç.pd." About 10 stu- 
dents are in each of two classes con- 
ducted in St. James Methodist 
Church and Christ Church Cathedral. 
This makes a total of about lis men 
who are engaged in definite study. 

The study of Missions has taken th< 
form this fall of a group 0 f about L2 
men forming themselves Into a "For- 
eign Mission Board," and holding 
thus fnr 1 meetings to consider the 
advisability of opening an. imaginary 
station in China. Following the vis- 
it of Dr. Jays, a Travelling Secre- 
tary of the Student Volunteer Move- 
ment, a fresh canvass is being made 
to enroll men in groups for the study 
of text-books on missionary work and 
has already succeeded in securing 32 
names, (iroups will be formed im- 
mediately. An Intercollegiate Mis- 
sionary Conference held at Belleville, 
Ont., November 10th to 12th, was 
attended by 15 men from McGill. 

A visit from Mr. W. W. Lee, Im- 
migration Secretary of the Y. M. O. 
< was for the purpose of starting 
an InuuStrJal Service movement in 
McGill. Although this work has been 
done in former yenrs it had never in- 
terested many men, but since Mr. 
!.. • s <-i<î:t 23 students havp volun- 
teered to lend classes in English 
among the foreigners in the city, and 
18 nre already nt work. 10 of th;m 
are Science students. The organiza- 
tion of these classes is in the bands 
of the City Assocint ; on. 

A short term fin-ncial campaign 
was carried on among the students 
for subscriptions to the work of the 
Association. During the four days of 
the campaign $1033 was given to 
the current expenses in cash or 
pledges and with what was received 
before and since this will make a 
total of about $1150 — the .nrgest 
amount ever subscribed by students 
to the Association. 

Two opportunities of hearing emi- 
nent speakers in the city have lately 
been given to the students. One was 
in connection with the Men's Mission- 
ary Congress held in Montreal Nov. 
15th to 17th, to which the Y.M.CA. 
subscribed for 10 entrance tickets for 
the meetings, nnl the other was the 
visit to the City Y. M. O. A. of Or. 
W. S. Hall, of Chicago, a specialist, 
in boy problems. A large number of 
students took advantage of these op- 
portunities. 

Strath :ona Hall continues to be 
widely used. The. howling alleys anl 
billiard tables are more popular than 
they have ever been, and nre an In- 
creasing means of service to the stu- 
dents.

Significance of the Medical Re-Union 



During the month of July lust there occurred a succession 
of great events at McGill. Some of these did not receive 
the amount of attention which they deserved. The magnitude 
and tbe unexpected nature of Sir William Macdonald's 
princely gift obscured for the moment some other incidmts 
of vital signilicnnco to the Greater McGill of. the future. . 
When the new medical building had been completed it was 
resolved by all the graduate organizations to avail them- 
selves of this great opportunity to pay homage to Alma 
Mater, And so it was that the great Reunion of Medical 
graduates was a feature of the July festivities. 

For many years there had been discutions and plans for a 
graduate reunion but no results were attained until the Past 
summer. The Medical grade responded in phenomenly large 
numbers, over 2500 of them attending the July ceremonies. 
At the banquet in the Windsor Hotel a wonderful scene pre- 
sented itself. Every class represented in the Reunion bad its 
own table marked with a special placard. These went buck 
ns far as 1858 and extended right down to 1911, making in 
all over 45 tables, representing as ninny classes. The en- 
thusiasm of the grails knew no bounds. It was an occasion 
for the renewal of many old-time frieadahips — many a long 
forgotten association. For the time being theso physicians 
joined with one another to live over again their undergradu- 
ate days at Old McGill. Competent critics who were pri- 
vileged to observe this ma..:.'estation of the .gen line McGill 
spirit regarded it a* a, unique event in their lives. In this 
assemblage there were gathered together prominent physi- 
cians and surgeons from every part of America and indeed 
from almost every important Old World centre. With all Rb 
elements of rejoicing the spectacle had a serious aspect. Old 
class-mates— students who bad been" heartfelt friends— separ- 
ated in some cases by half a century, were now for a brief 
moment to enjoy one another's association, and to rc-ennct 
in a vivid although idealized imagination the third scene in 
their drama of life. For them such n reunion meant a great 
deal— for McGill it meant even more. It brought into inti- 
mate contact with present d ; iy conditions those who ure in a 
position to realize adequately their immeasurable obligation 
to Old McGill. It meant the beg'n n < of a new order of 
things, the opening up of a new range of possibilities. 

A general reunion of all the graduates is planned for the 
summer of 1918, If the success of the Medical Reunion can 
be regarded as any criterion of what the combined graduates 
can do, basing their efforts on tbe experience gained from 
the first reunion, then 1913 will certainly be a banner year 
fjl the annals of the University. It was in many ways fit- 
ting that this great movement which promises lo bear such 
far-reaching results should receive its initial impulse from 
the Faculty of Medicine. 

As the oldest and in many respects the most distinguished 
of our faculties, medicine has always prided herself on being 
the forerunner in any great scheme of University improve- 
ment. Her graduates nrc everywhere njted for their devo- 
tion to McGill. Well done for Medicine, may the good work 
which you have begun be the signal for a succession of 
■sfmjlni events which will soon become a recognized feature 
of the University's life.

A fairy story abounding in rcalis i>, 
combining the brightness and niri- 
Esss of "Peter l'an" with the sober 
moralizing of "The Third Floor 
Back"; Such is the description in a 
phase of Joiephin? Preston Peabexly'a 
new play, "The Piper" whub is oc 
cupyiug the stage of the Princess 
Theatre this week. Although a fairy 
tale everyth n; is brought out in such 
a way as to make nothing seem un 
real. We need not transport our 
selves to our childhood days, as we 
had to in "Peter Pan" in order to 
appreciate the Btrauge story of th> 
Piper for it is more th m a play fdr 
children. Behind the myth runs a 
vein of symbolism which character- 
ises the entire piny. The town o' 
Hamellu represents more th n a lit- 
tle town in the thirteenth century, 
nor is its in'ia'iitants the <i"a n» 
burghers of that date. The town 
rather stands for the world of to- 
day and its people for the peo 'le 
of to-day. The Piper— we kn iw him 
by no other n une— here Is the 
medium by which the people of 
Hamelin are reformed, just as it is 
ths Stranger in "The Passing olth- 
Third Floor Back." Likewise the 
Piper comes, they know not whence 
and, hiving left everyone in Hamelin 
a better man or woman for his h iv- 
"lng been among them, goes from 
thorn, they know not whither. 

The interest is sustained th o igh 
out, except in the second act, which 
is very short and equally vague an I 
meaningless, but this is fully com 
pensnted by its poetic beauty nn J 
realistic settin;. in its i n: scenes 
and speeches the play reminds i n 
of Zangwill. 

Special mention is due to the re 
marknble work of Miss Edith W>n >■ 
Matthison as the Piper nnd Miss 
Oiive Oliver as Veronika, the mo'he 
of the lame child, Jan. The n st of 
the cast is typical and entirely s ti 
factory.

The diploma of graduation is con- 
sidered by the attth riCes. conducting 
the examinations for Dominion Land 
Surveyor to he equivalent to a uni- 
versity degree, nnd by the regula- 
tions of the Law Society of Ontario,
